School 
Millage 
Defeated

A proposal to increase 
the school millage for the 
operation of Crawford 
County Schools from 15.65 
to 18.90 mills was turned 
down in Monday’s election 
by Crawford County 
voters by a 143 vote mar- 
gin, 841 to 698. 

“Naturally the system is 
disappointed in the out- 
come of the vote,"’ com- 
mented School Supt. Dr. 
William Diedrich Tuesday 
morfning, I guess we con- 
sider one of the major con- 
tributing factors in the 
defeat the direct outcome 
of voter apathy.”’ Only 
slightly over 1500 eligible 
voters turned out of 5000 
cast ballots in the election. 

Both incumbent Ber- 
nadine Dosch and Pauline 
Petosky, both running un- 
opposed, were elected to 4- 
year terms on the School 
Board. 

Diedrich indicated that 
legal advice is now being 
sought to determine when 
another election on the 
millage question could be 
held. Another vote may be 
-possible as. early as 
August, he said.

The only millage the 
system now possesses is its 
county allocatiun of 7.16 
mills since the only choice 
on the ballot this year was 
a continuation of the 


renewal plus the 3.25 mill 


se 
increase. 


One of the major con- 
siderations the ad- 
ministration and board 
must quickly take under 
advisement is the cost of 
unemployment compen- 
sation for school teachers 
“should their probability 
of continued employment 
here within the school 
system become unlikely.”

Senators 
Go Back 
on a Promise

The United States Senate recently demon- 
strated why Americans do not have confidence 
or trust in the Congress. Senators put their own 
personal economic desires first and broke a 
promise made two years ago to be full-time 
public servants who would limit their outside 
earnedincome. 

In 1977, Senators voted themselves a $12,900 
nay raise.-To receive this pay increase and 
-avoid a public outcry, they. passed an Ethics 
Code which included a provision limiting to 
$8,625 the amount of outside income a Senator 
could earn annually. The limit, which went into 
effect Jan. 1, 1979, was advocated as a way to 
prevent conflicts of interest. The limit had been 
in effect barely two months when the Senate 
voted, with no committee consideration, no 
advance notice, and no roll call vote, to undo it. 

Constituents, editorial writers and Common 
Cause, angry at this action in the dark, helped 
force the Senate to take a roll call vote to put 
each Senator ‘‘on the record.’’ Sen. Strom 
Thurmond (R-S.C.), a leader in the fight to 
reinstate the limit, said: ‘‘We must appear 

. right as well as be right,’’ adding that it’s 
necessary to show the public ‘‘we aren’t here 
just to grab what we can for ourselves.’” By 
a 54-44 vote, the Senate postponed the effective 
date of the outside earned income limit until 
1983, The hidden agenda is to repeal the limit 
permanently. 

The original move to delete the limit was 
sponsored by Senators Ted Stevens (R-Alaska) 
and Daniel Moynihan (D-N.Y.) and had the 
behind-the-scenes approval of Majority Leader 
Robert Byrd (D-W.Va.). It was an about-face 
for Byrd who in 1977 fought hard for the limit. 
At that time, Byrd had said: ‘‘The present 
situation which allows Senators to earn up to 


$25,000 a year in honoraria is intolerably 
high and contributes to doubts in the minds of 
the public as to why individual groups give 
‘so much money to a Senator for his speeches 
when he is being paid hy his constituents to 
represent their best interests in the Senate.”’ 
Back in 1977, Sen. Byrd was right. 

Public financial disclosure statements show 
that Senators receiving honoraria often get it 
from those interests that have subsidy favors 
to ask of the Senators. In 1977 a Congressional 
Quarterly study showed that Senators received 
more than one million dollars in honoraria fees. 
No wonder the Senate cannot stop inflation. 
The Senators owe part of their income to the 
special interests demanding special subsidies 
and tax breaks from government. 

Senators have been receiving the salary 
increase for over two years now. They lived 
with the restriction for only two months. At a 
time when all Americans are being asked to 
sacrifice by keeping their wage increases 
to 7 per cent, limiting gas for their cars, and 
heat for their homes, the action by the Senate 
was a real affront to citizens. 

What a majority of the Senators did was to 
put their personal economic interests first and 
at the same time show how separated they are 
from the rest of the country. They’re counting 
on Americans forgetting what they did. But if 

they weren’t cut off from their constituents, 
they would know that the American people do 
not take kindly to being treated as fools. The 
last laugh will be on those Senators who 
thought they could get away with it.

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Topic number one for most folks these 

» days is gasoline. Are we as motorists 

going to be able to find gasoline, and if go, 
.are we going to be able to buy it? 

A few months back when the gasoline 
crisis was first heralded, voices of doom 
in government and in the commercial 
establishment talked glumly of gasoline 
prices eventually going to $1 per gallon at 
the pump. What a strategy! 

Lo and behold, gasoline prices are just 
about there now. Of course, even to those 
uninformed in the ways of energy produc- 
tion and pricing—such as this colum- 
nist—once the “officie?’’ word was out 
that gas would be $1 per gallon, that was 
the open invitation to take gas to $1 per 
gallon, whether it was deserved or not. 
It’s what the social psychologisis cali a 
self-fulfilling prophecy. 

_ Several problems are intertwined here 
in this social and economic phenomena. 

One is a problem of immediate 
availability of fuel. It’s obvious from the 
gas station line in California and the 
crunches in other selected spots that 
there is a problem of availability of fuel in 
one place or another, accompanied by the 
threat of shortage in other spots. The 
“why” of the shortages is another matter, 
but the feeling persists that $2 per gallon 
prices would solve the whole thing. 

Then there is a preblem of longer-term 
availability of energy of all types. 

This is a problem about which the 
Washington establishment—or at least 

important segments of it—have been 
worrying and warning for several years. 
The ‘why’ of this problem is another 
matter, too, and the ‘‘why” of lack of 
meaningful action is yet another 
question, 

Underlying all our energy probiems, 
both long-range and short-range, is the- 
skepticism of the public. People simply 
don’t accept the claim that the gasoline 
crisis or the overall energy crisis is as

serious as President Carter and other 
national leaders claim it is. 

Sure, there’s a shortage of gas, or cars 
wouldn’t be line un in Californie; but why 
is there a shortage? Most folks think it’s 
an artificial shortage, designed for some 
ulterior motive—such as higher prices or 
more profits or both. 

Concludes Newsweek Magazine, in a 
long feature article almost as comulicated 
as the crisis itself: ‘‘the public blindly 
refuses to believe that the crisis is 
anything more than an industry plot.” 

Poll after poll, both scientific and in- 
formal, indicates the same results. One 
recent respected national poll indicated 
71 percent of the public does not believe 
there is a genuine crisis. In other words, 
the people think they are semehow being 
manipulated, being made pawns in some 
gigantic energy game they don’t quite 
understand, except in terms of higher 
costs and more inconvenience for them. 


_ Test your koffee klatsch or golf crew or 
sewing circle or poker game at the next 
meeting: How many of the folks in your 
Own group accept the claim of a genuine 
oil crunch and energy crisis, and how 
many think they’re being hoodwinked by 
big government and big business? 

Congress—which represents the people, 
after all—apparently thinks the same 
way. Congress has refused to take any ef- 
fective steps to solve the long-range 
energy crisis, and just recently rejected a 
standby gas rationing plan dictated by 
the short-range gas crisis, pretty much 
reflecting the public sentiment. 

The problem, goes much deeper than $1 
per gallon gasoline, or restricted travel, or 
energy development. It’s a crisis of 
credibility. As a people, we simply don’t 
believe our leaders. 

‘That simple fact may be most 
dangerous of all to the survival of our

Students Create Electronic Music 
Compositions at Alma College 


Alma—Eerie sounds, 
rhythmic vibrations and 


synthesizers are some of 
the things studied by 
James Clark of Frederic to 
create electronic music 
compositions in Alma 
College’s four-week Elec- 
tronic Music course during 
Spring Term. 

During Spring Term, 
students take only one 
course. This allows them to 
concentrate on one subject 
-and to develop that ‘subject 
more extensively than is 
‘possible-during the regular 
terms. 

The main purpose of the 
course, taught by Dr. Paul 
Russell, is to create an 
electronic composition on 


’ the synthesizer. To be able 


to take the course, the nine 


students involved in the 


class had to have some 
music listening training. 

According to Dr. Russell, 
“The synthesizer is 
classified as a musical in- 
strument that extracts, by 
voltage and controlled 
voltage, the synthesis of 
natural sounds and musical 
instruments to create 
music sometimes never 
heard before by man. The 
synthesizer reaches right 
beyond the threshold of 
sound. When composing 
electronic music, the notes 
are put directly on tape- 
one at a time.’’ Dr. Russell 
notes that electronic in- 
struments were in existen- 
ce before 1900. . 

In the class, the studen- 
ts became familiar with 
the terminology, & lear- 
ned the basic concepts of 
playing the synthesizer 
and how to handle the 
equipment that is used 
with it. They also learned

The text of Hallan’s 
presentation outlined the 
history of the state’s 
Workmen’s Comp Jaw and 
the drastic need for reform. 
Noting that the law dates 
back to 1912, Hallan 
reviewed cost figures 
showing that Michigan’s 
rates were significantly 
higher than those in neigh- 
boring states, ‘‘caused 
primarily by claimant 
abuse.” 

He went on to review 
three recent compensation 
cases that reflect abuse’ 
within the system. The 
three are only typical cases 
that has prompted Cham- 
ber officials to seek reform 
in the law which in many 
cases provide a claimant 
tax-free benefits that ex- 


ceed his income. 
“We are cautiously opti- 
mistic,’’ Hallan said, 


“about the efforts of a 
recently-formed task force 
will contribute to a major 
reform movement.” A
